Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 21-40 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Colwell discloses creating photo-realistic 3D environments where fluid surface 
deflections are determined using simplified models and equations to describe fluid 
behavior. 

Willhoit Jr. discloses identifying and creating a three-dimensional matrix of 
individual volume cells to produce three-dimensional images of surfaces of objects 
buried underground. 

Davey et al. discloses equations used to model the surfaces of waves and the 
realistic effects of physical phenomena. 

The prior art, including Colwell, Willhoit Jr. and Davey et al., alone or in 
combination does not disclose defining coordinates of a plurality of points on the surface 
of the object; defining a three-dimensional matrix of cells that contains the object, each 
cell of the three-dimensional matrix of cells having a center, and a value being able to 
be associated with each cell of the three-dimensional matrix of cells; determining a 
distance between the center of each cell of the three-dimensional matrix of cells and a 
closest point of the plurality of points on the surface of the object; setting the value 
associated with each of a first portion of cells of the three-dimensional matrix of cells to 
a first preset value; determining the value associated with each cell of the three- 
dimensional matrix of cells using the computer, with the exception of the first portion of 
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cells, by means of the following formula

determining a sum in modulus of a variation of the value associated with each cell 
between the time t and the time t+1 ; and repeating said determining the value 
associated with each cell of the three-dimensional matrix of cells if the sum in modulus 
is greater than a third preset value.
